BOYNE CITY — Boyne City 
High School met the:standards for 
inclusion in “School Matters” top 
high schools and publication in 
U.S..News & World Report’s 2nd 
Annual “America’s Best High 
Schools 2009.” 

Boyne City High School is one 
of 1,900 high schools to qualify 
for the recognition among ap- 
proximately 21,000 high schools 
in the nation. 

“It’s a feather in our cap,” 
school district superintendent 
Bob Alger said. “I think people 
work very hard to improve and 

this shows we have.” 

School Matters is a Standard & 
Poor’s school evaluation service 
that collects data and analyzes it. 
The method used includes the 
performance of all students, in- 
cluding the least advantaged. Its 
ultimate goal is for all students to 
be prepared to master college 
level material before high school 
graduation. 

Known as the “Top-Performing 
High Schools” method it encom- 
passes three characteristics: One, 
that the best high schools serve all 
students well by achieving per- 
formance levels in reading and

math on state tests that exceed sta- 
tistical expectations given relative 
levels of student poverty. 

Two, that the best high schools 
serve the least advantaged student 
groups well by producing profi- 
ciency rates on state tests, and 
three, that the schools provide stu- 
dents with access to a college- 
level curriculum. 

Levels of merit are gold, silver, 
bronze and honorable mention. 
Boyne City High School was 
awarded a bronze distinction.

Jarema said everyone at the 
school is happy about the merit

award. 

“We’re very excited to have re- 
ceived the award. -It’s something 
we believe we’ve worked very 
hard on for the last couple of 
years by aligning our curriculum 
and offering a quality education 
for the students at Boyne City 
High School,” Jarema said. 

The gold and silver merit is 
based upon the high school 
meeting the three criteria men- 
tioned: schools whose students 
perform better overall than sta- 
tistically expected, schools 
whose disadvantaged students 
perform better than statewide 
averages and schools that per- 


form best at producing college- 
level achievement for the great- 
est percentage of students, with 
gold merit schools qualifying in 
the top.100 schools. 

Bronze merit high schools meet 
the first two criteria, but not the 
third college-focused criteria. The 
honorable mention schools per- 
form very well on the college 
criteria, but only partially meet 
the first two criteria. 

The data collected includes 
demographics of the high 
schools that qualified. Boyne 
City High School 2008 statistics 
show that 30 percent of the stu- 
dents were economically disad- 
vantaged, compared to 37 per- 
cent statewide. 

Using the year 2005, the class 
size for Boyne City High School 
was an average of 17, compared 
to the state average of 17.4. 

Information from the year 2002 
shows that 46 percent of the 
teachers held bachelor’s degrees 
and 48 percent held master’s de- 
-prees.

0.08.

“You have to have a 
thick skin in this job — ele- 
phant thick would be pre- 
ferred,” Brannon said with 
her typical dry sense of 
humor. 

As county clerk she com- 
municated and worked with 
people in the community, 
the board of commission- 
ers, state government offi- 
cials, county department 
heads and employees. 
Brannon was also the 
county’s chief financial of- 
ficer.

uty clerk at the time. In all;

county of Charlevoix for’ 
more than 35 years. .

voters chose her each time:. 


“Tt’s been a privilege and: 
I really thank the citizens 
for allowing me to serve all 
these years,” Brannon said. 
She has seen the coming 
and going of commission- 
ers throughout the years 
and remembers the board 
under the chairmanship of 
Phil Johnson as a time of. 
camaraderie among the 
board members and herself. 
“They trusted what I 
said. It was an easier time.” 
Johnson, who resides in 
Boyne City, said Brannon 
brought quality to the job. 

_ “Jane was very good at 
her job,” Johnson said. “If 
we asked her a question and 
she didn’t know the an- 
swer, she found out. She- 
did things that were not in 
her job description and we- 
relied on her an awful lot.” 

Leaving her position 
after so many years will 
take some time to adjust, 
but Brannon welcomes the 
opportunity she will have to 
work on her flowers and 
other outdoor projects this 
spring.

What can you tell me about Social Securi- 
ty benefits for divorcees? I was married 
many years ago and would like to know what 
I may be eligible for.

Dear Happily, 

Social Security provides divorced spouses 
benefits just like they do current spouses — if 
they meet the right requirements. Here’s 
what you should know. 


Divorce Rules 

A divorced spouse can collect a Social Se- 
curity retirement benefit on the work record 
of their ex-husband (or ex-wife) IF, they are 
at least age 62 and were married for at least 
10 years, are unmarried now and are not eli- 
gible for a higher benefit based on their own 
or someone else’s Social Security record. 

In order to collect, however, your ex- 
spouse must also be at least 62 and eligible 
for Social Security benefits, but they don’t 
have to be receiving them in order for you to 
collect divorced spouse’s benefits. 

Even if your ex is remarried, it won’t af- 
fect your right to divorcee benefits, nor will 
it affect your ex’s retirement benefits or his 
or her current spouse’s benefits. In fact, the 
Social Security Administration (SSA) 
doesn’t contact ex-spouses so they won’t 
even know if you’re receiving benefits on 
their record. 


Benefit Amount 

A divorced spouse can receive up to 50 
percent of their ex’s full Social Security ben- 
efit, or less if they take benefits before their 
full-retirement age — which is between ages 
65 and 67 depending on the year you were 
born. To find out your full-retirement age 
and see how much your benefits will be re-

Remarrying 

Since 75 percent of U.S. divorcees get 
married again, it’s important to note that re- 
marrying makes you ineligible for divorced 
spouse’s benefits unless the later marriage 
ends. And for those who have been married 
(and divorced) twice, with both marriages 
lasting more than 10 years, you can collect 
using the ex-spouse with the larger Social 
Security benefit. 


Divorced Survivor 

You also need to know that if your ex- 
spouse dies, and you were married for 10 or 
more years, you become eligible for di- 
vorced: “survivor benefits,” 


which is worth... 


up to 100 percent of what your ex-spouse 
‘was due. Survivor’s benefits are available to 
divorced spouses as early as age 60, or age 
50 if you’re disabled. But be aware that you 


cannot get survivor’s benefits if you remarry © 


before age 60 unless the marriage ends. 
However getting remarried after age 60 (50 
if you’re disabled), will not prevent you 
from getting benefit payments based on your 
former spouse’s record: (Note: If you are re- 
ceiving divorced spouses benefits when your 
ex-spouse dies, you will automatically be 
switched over to'the higher paying sutvivor 
benefit.) 


Switching Options 

Divorced widows and widowers may have 
other options to consider, such as: If you are 
currently collecting Social Security retire- 
ment benefits on your own record, and your 
ex-spouse dies, you can‘switch to survivor’s 
benefits if the payment is larger. Or, if you 
are collecting survivor’s benefits, you can 
switch to your own retirement benefits as 
early as age 62 if it offers a larger payment. 


How to Collect 

To learn more about, or apply. for, di- 
vorced spouse or divorced survivor benefits, 
or to switch.benefits from your record to 
your ex-spouse’s record, call 800-772-1213 
or visit your local Social Security office. 
You'll need certified copies of your mar- 
riage and divorce certificates as proof of 
your relationship.

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Cholesterol lowering foods 


Dear Savvy Senior 
Are there certain kinds of foods a person 
can eat to help lower their cholesterol? 
Cholesterol Concerned 


Dear Concerned 

What you eat can actually play a huge role 
in lowering your cholesterol, and for many, 
it may even eliminate the need for cholester- 
ol-lowering medication. 


Know Your Numbers 

As you may already know, your cholester- 
ol level is the amount of fat in your blood. If 
it’s too high, you’re at a greater risk of hav- 
ing a heart attack or stroke. Ideally, you want 
your total cholesterol reading (that includes 
your LDL and HDL cholesterol) to be below 
200, and your “bad” LDL cholesterol below 


129 — less if you’re at risk for heart disease. 


If your total level hits between 200 and 239, 
or your LDL reaches 130 — 159 you’re con- 
sidered borderline high. And if your total is 
above 240, or your LDL is over 160 you 
have high choiesterol. 

On the other hand, a higher Aanber is 
better when it comes to the “good” HDL 
cholesterol. Most men range between 40 and 
50 HDL, and women range between 50 and 
60. Anything below 40 (for men) and 50 (for 
women) is too low, and anything above 50 
(for men) and 60 (for women) is great, be- 
cause it provides extra protection against 
heart disease. 


Cholesterol-Lowering Foods 

Lots of research over the past few years 
has shown that certain foods can help lower 
your LDL cholesterol and/or boost your 
HDL, including: 

© Oatmeal and oat peat Loaded with sol- 


uble fiber, oatmeal or oat bran is a great way 
to start the day and shave five percent off 
your LDL. Five to 10 grams per day are rec- 
ommended. Other good sources for soluble 
fiber are apples, pears, prunes, citrus fruits, 
kidney and lima beans, barley, psyllium, car- 
rots, broccoli and Brussels sprouts. 
¢ Nuts: Studies have also shown that a 
daily dose of walnuts and almonds can lower 
your LDL by 10 percent, and raise your HDL 
by as much as 20 percent. Peanuts, hazel- 
nuts, pecans, some pine nuts, and pistachios 
have also been shown to lower ee

That way you’re gaining the benefits 
of nuts without adding more calories. 
¢ Sterols and stanols: These are sub- 
stances found in plants that help prevent 
cholesterol from being absorbed into your 
bloodstream. A recommended dose of two 
grams per day can help knock 10 percent off 
your bad cholesterol level. The best way to 
get these substances is to consume store- 
bought foods that are fortified with sterols or 
stanols including certain orange juices, yo- 
gurts, breads, cereals, granola bars, cooking

e Fish: Rich with omega-3 fatty acids, eat- 
ing fatty fish (mackerel, lake trout, herring, 
sardines, salmon and albacore tuna) a few 
times a week can help boost your good HDL 
cholesterol by as much as 10 percent, not to 
mention lower your triglycerides. and blood 
pressure, and reduce inflammation. If you 
don’t like fish, other food sources that pro- 
vide omega-3s are walnuts, soybeans, flax- 
seed and canola oil, or take a fish oil supple- 
ment. 

® Olive oil: Contains a potent mix of anti- 
oxidants that can lower your LDL without 
affecting your HDL. A good way to work 
olive oil into your diet is to substitute it with 
butter or other cooking oils, or mix it with 
vinegar as a salad dressing. About two table- 
spoons a day are recommended. 


Other Tips 

Additional lifestyle tips that can help 
lower LDL and raise HDL include: reducing 
the saturated fats (fatty meats, butter and 
whole dairy products) and trans fats (found 
in store-bought cookies, cakes, crackers and 
many fried foods like french fries) you eat; 
lose excess weight (even 5 to 10 pounds can 
make a difference); exercise regularly (at 
least 30 minutes, five days per week); quit 
smoking; and drink, alcohol (no more than 
one drink per day for women and two for 
men).

Hollywood has been known 
to take liberties with novel 
and story adaptations when By 
translating them to the Christine 
screen.

Not many moviegoers will sit 
still for more than two hours 
of even the most absorbing entertainment. The stretchers, the 
snoozers, the smokers and even the most devoted fans have a 
-limit to the amount of amusement that they can endure in one 
sitting. : 

But when a mega-million dollar blockbuster with the star 
power, industry push and buzz of “The Curious Case of Ben- 
jamin Button” comes along, we may overlook the three-hour 
running time in light of the level of sheer cinematic excel- 
lence that we expect our ticket dollar will buy. 

“- [had high expectations for this extravaganza. The short 
story by F. Scott Fitzgerald is among my favorites. The un- 
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likely tale of a character born old that ages in reverse offers 
an unusually broad opportunity for the bold suspension of ° 

disbelief. I expected something along the lines of “Being John 
Malkovich.” What I got was a cross between “Forest Gump” 
and “Love Story.” 

Not that there is anything wrong with either of those 
movies, but if you have read Fitzgerald’s story, there is noth- 
ing at all saccharine, flowery or romantic about the young/old 
Mr. Button. He is born full-grown and curmudgeon-y. He 
lives with the liaise-faire of a jazz age dandy and he puffs out 
of existence on the watch of his nurse, Nana. He is not a deep 
thinker or even unusually sensitive to the world or his place in 
it. He is sublime as a grouchy geriatric opportunist skulking 
backward toward infancy. And it is his circumstance that is 
unique, not the man. 

The original story was succinct and pithy. Benjamin Button 
marries. gorgeous, vapid Hildegarde (Daisy, in the movie) for 
her beauty, and when she grows older as he grows younger, he 
looses interest and dumps her to go to war. Absurdly doomed, 
he regresses through a preposterously conventional life. 

In the movie version, Brad Pitt’s crippled man/child is cal- 
culated to tug at the audience’s heartstrings as he struggles to 
carve a place for himself in this crazy world. He revisits 
Daisy over and over again. Their love is so strong that it ulti- 
mately trumps death and reason. Pitt, looking even more like 
a dewy Adonis than he did in “Thelma and Louise,” gazes at 
the middle-aged Daisy with the hopeless remorse of the truly 
damned. 

I would have preferred my Button plain, without the Oliver

However, not since “The Titanic,” when Rose watches Jack 
sink beneath the waves, have | been so indignant.

Considering the fact that the filmmakers have taken a sly, 
masterfully written gem and elaborated upon the barest wisp 
of the source material to conjure up a marathon weeper bear- 
ing the author’s title and not much else, it might be a nice ges- 
ture if they prefaced the opening credits with apologies to F. 
Scott Fitzgerald. Factoring in the mystery that the action has 
been moved from.Baltimore to New Orleans and Hurricane 
Katrina has been given a cameo, it’s hardly surprising that the 
result is a gently homogenized love story with nothing of the 
tale’s original bizarre bravado. 

I plunked down my cash only to witness the transformation 
of the exceptional into the mundane. I'll take a prickly antihe- 
ro over a love-besotted protagonist every time. But following 
a more predictable boy-meets-girl formula would guarantee 
boffo box office, and I understand why they did it. After all, 
when it comes to big opening numbers, love means never hav- 
ing to say you’re sorry.

Thyroid &

According to a new 
study, people with a thy- 
roid disorder may have 
an increased risk of glau- 
coma. Researchers stud- 
ied data on over 12,000 
people which they say 
suggests a link between 
the two conditions.

A look back at Kaylee Wilson’s racing debut

BOYNE FALLS — As 2008 
breaks out of the trees, sprints 
down the final straightaway and 
crosses the snow-covered finish 
line into the new year, Boyne 
Falls eighth grade cross country 
runner Kaylee Wilson has 
moved in doors for the winter 
after an electrifying debut season 
for the Lady Loggers. 

Girls cross country, now with 
two consecutive seasons in the 
record books at Boyne Falls, 
made a name for itself through- 
out the state of Michigan this 
year — largely due to an official 
mark of 19 minutes, 53.9 sec- 
onds. 

Wilson’s fastest race, which 
now stands as the school record 
for five kilometers, was achieved 
at the Division 4 Regional cross 
country championships at East 
Jordan High School, where she 
placed fourth to advance to the 
state finals in Brooklyn. 


The first-year cross country © 


racer stepped onto the starting 
line at the Michigan Internation- 
al Speedway alongside the 
state’s top Division 4 athletes 
and beat most of them, placing 
41st in a field nearly 250 strong. 
Wilson crossed the line just past 
the 20-minute barrier, finishing 
first among classmates. She was 
one of only three eighth grade 
runners to advance to the state fi- 
nals. 

“She started out (this season) 
and her first race was 27:37,” 
Boyne Falls cross country coach 
Dan Kuhn recalled Sunday eve- 
ning. “I saw the possibilities — I 
didn’t think they’d come’ that 
fast. I thought, it’s going to take a 
little bit of time but we'll get 
there.” 


Wilson, described by her 


picnic. 


coach as an extremely devoted 
runner with a solid work ethic 
and a background in gymnastics, 
managed to skip over the strug- 
gling rookie stage of cross coun- 
try racing and head straight for 
the top of the food chain. 

“During the season, I won’t 
brag a kid up until they do some- 
thing,” Kuhn said. “I tell them 
they have to show me and then 
I’ll brag about them forever. And 
she did.” 

Wilson proved herself a legiti- 
mate top tier athlete in 2008 by 
capturing the Northern Lakes 
Conference title, placing fourth 
in the region and taking first at 
several area competitions 
throughout the season. 

“(Wilson) told me earlier that 
she’d been trying to figure out 
what her sport was and she said, 
‘I think this is it.”” Kuhn said of 
cross country. “She’s got the 
drive... I think she’s going to im- 
prove; she wants to do better 
than she did. She'll work hard 
for it and I expect more.” 
Kuhn’s expectations, blown 
away by Wilson’s 2008 season, 
will’be reset next fall as girls 
cross country enters its third 
straight season in existence. 

And Wilson will hit the fields 
and backroads in pursuit of new 
goals, being pushed in practice 
by classmate Erica Westbrook, 
who claimed all-conference hon- 
ors in her first season on the 
course. 

“They won a couple trophies 
as a team this year,” Kuhn said. 
“It was a good season all around. 
And I expect a lot more next 
year.” 

Sounding excited already for 
the racing to begin, Kuhn de- 
scribed the thrill of coaching a 
cross country athlete of Wilson’s 
caliber.
